Gen. Miller’s Forecs Made Short 
Work—Natiwve Section Rurned.

MANILA, Feb. 14, 11:50 a. m.—[{By 
Asiatic Cable.] Particulars of the 
capture of Iloilo by the United States 
forces under Brig.-Gen. Miller, on Sat- 
urday last, have been received here. 

On the morning of Friday, February 
10, Gen. Miller sent an ultimatum to 
the commander of the rebels on shore, 
notifying him that it was his intention 
to take Iloilo by force if necessary. 
Non-combatants and foreigners were 
warned to leave the town within twen- 
ty-four hours, . 

The ‘rebels were also warned that 
they must .make- no further belligerent 
operations. The gunboat Petrel was 
then moved:to a position close inshore 
and near the rebel fort, while the 
cruiser Boston took up her station at 
the other end of town. 

Friday was passed quietly. During 
the day, many refugees left the town 
of lloilo. The majority of them were 
taken on board foreign ships lying in 
the ‘harbor. 

Searchlights from the United States 
warships were Kept all night long il- 
luminating its defenses.

FIRE VISITS CHICAGO. 


Occupants of Traders’ Warchouse 
Have Heavy Losses. 
{ASSOCIATED NIGHT RELPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—A six-story 
building, Nos, 20 to 24 West Water 
street, occupied by the Traders’ Ware- 
house Company and a large number of 
small concerns, was destroyed by fire 
this morning. The total loss is ti- 
mated at $780,000. . 

The building was owned by Edward 
B. Butler of Chicago, and was valued 
at $75,000. Twenty of the occupants 
of the building suffered an aggregate 
toss of $750,000. Among the heaviest 
losers are the fellowing: Manufactur- 
ers’ and Merchants’ Warehouse Com- 
pany, $100,000; John W. Eckert, $150,- 
000: Raymond Lead Company, $100,- 
000: .Moser-Burgess Paper Company, 
$50,000; Traders’ Warehouse, $50,000; 
Sprague, Warner & Co., $25,000; J. H. 
Lane & Co., New York Dry Goods, $45,- 
000: Waterbury Rope Company, $50,- 
000. All the losses are covered by in- 
surance.

The entire Chi- 
nese and native sections of the town 
were destroyed, but foreign mercantile 
property escaped with slight damage. 
There was some desultory firing by the 
enemy in the outskirts of Iloilo, but 
not a single Ameritan was injured.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The con- 
firmation of the press reports detail- 
ing the capture of Iloilo. were re- 
ceived at the War Department today 
with. considerable satisfaction. 

While. no apprehension had been felt 
as to Gen. Miller's ability to capture 
the capital of the Visayan Federation, 
or,for that matter anything else. that 
was wanted in the archipelago, the re- 
ports of strong intrenchments that the 
natives had been constructing around 
‘the town led to the fear that the 
landing would be a bloodier affair than 
either of the battles at Manila. 

It was with great satisfaction, there- 
fore, that Admiral Dewey’s dispatch, 
was received saying that we had lost 
no.men at all, and that the casualties 
among the natives were much smaller 
than at first reported. The fact that 
foreign interests at Lloilo are being 
satisfactorily guarded is another source 
of ‘gratification to the administration. 
This forestalls criticism or danger of 
interference from any of the foreign 
powers which has all along been a 
complication that had to be considered 
as a possibility, but which it was in- 
tended to avoid at all costs. 

What the future will be, it is Scarcely 
safe to say The President, from the 
inception of the Spanish war, has been 
earnestly in favor of the most humane 
policy, and it is not intended to follow 
the severe check to the Filipinos with a 
war of subjugation if the insurgents 
will allow this government to avoid

When Mr. Hepburn made his mo-<« 
tion, Uncle Joe Cannon of Illinois, 
who opposes canal legisiation dur. 
ing this senson, made a point of or- 
der against the amendment and 
asked the chair to rule it out cpon 
four grounds, to-wii; First, that it 
ix not gwermanc;: second, that it is 
obnoxious, in proposing new legis- 
lation; third, that it appropriates 
money not authorized by exieting 
law: and fourth, that it appropri- 
ates money not in pursuance of pub- 
lic 

Lpen these four points there was 
conducted for an hour and a halt 
some of the hottest debate heard 
at this session of Congrens. Mr. 
Cannon denounced, but did net 
argue, while Mr. Hepburn brought 
out anthoritics by the yard in 
mainternauce of his position that the 
amendment should be pat on. 

These two men did the main part 
of the talking toflay, but tomorrow 
Representatives Dock. 
ery, Loud, Sulzer and others will 
take a hand. It is expected that Rep- 
resentative Hopkins of Illinois, who 
will occupy the chair tomorrow, 
will rule the amendment out, obeye 
ing the command of Speaker Reed. 

Then Mr. Hepburn will appeal 
from the decision of the chair, and 
the House will vote to either put 
the amendment on or keep it off, 
Indications now are that the House 
will put the amendment on, in 
which case a great victory will be 
won for the cnnal, as then, if the 
bill is not passed, there will have to 
be an extra session of Congress.

DESPERATE STRUGGLE, 


Fate of Canal Bill at This Session 
Involved in Result, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The Nica- 
raugua Canal Bill was offered in the 
House this afterneon as an amendment 
to the Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill 
by Mr. Hepburn, «hairman of the com- 
mittee that reported it, and the lead- 
ers of the respective sides are engaged 
in a desperate struggle, which involves 
the fate of the measure at this session 
of Congress. After Mr. Cannon, chair- 
man of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, served notice last week that there 
was no time for the consideration of 
the canal bill at this session, the sup- 
porters of the measure decided to force 
it on the Sundry Civil Bill as a rider, 

if possible. 

As soon as it was offered this after- 
noon, Mr. Cannon raised four points 
of order against it, and one of the most 
interesting parliamentary debates of 
the session was on. As a rule the 
House leaders are able to hold the 
members in line, but strong arguments 
are adduced in support of the perti- . 
nency of the amendment, and besides 
the bill has strong friends on both 
sides of the chamber, who are seem- 
ingly ready to adopt any expedient to 
provide for the construction of the 
canal. 

The debate on the points of order 
lasted two hours today, and was not 
concluded. It promises to consume 
several hours tomorrow, It seems to 
be a foregone conclusion that the chair- 
man of the committee of the whole 
(Hopkins of Illinois,) will sustain the 
point of order, so that the real test 
will come upon the question of over- 
ruling the chair. Should the chair be 
overruled there is no doubt that the 
amendment will command a majority 
of votes. About twenty pages of the 
bill were disposed of today. No im- 
portant amendments were adopted. 

PARLIAMENTARY BATTLE, 

Upon reaching the page containing 
the caption “Deep Waterway Com- 
missions,’ Mr. Hepburn of lowa, chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
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mittee, offereu as un amendment the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill reported’ by his 
committee. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the Appro- 
priation Committee, immediately raised 
four distinct points of order against 
it. First, that it was not germane, sec- 
ond, that it. was directly obnoxious 
to rule 21; third, that it violated the 
rule requiring that appropriations in 
general appropriation bills should be 
authorized by law, and fourth, that it 
was not in continuation of the work 
authorized by law. 

This opened ‘up a long parliamentary 
debate upon the point of order. Mr. 
Hepburn took the floor, arguing that 
the amendment was germane and that 
it violated no rule. e contended that 
the two surveys made under the direc- 
tion of Congress constructively au- 
thorized the work of building the canal 
itself. He insisted that the work of 
constructing the canal was in progress 
within the contemplation of the rule. 

W. A. Smith, Michigan, declared that 
the Dickinson treaty of 1867 warranted 
an appropriation for the construction 
of the canal as much as the treaty 
of Paris warranted the appropriation 
of $20,000,000 carried in this bill. In 
concluding his argument. Mr. Hepburn 
declared that the rule invoked against 
his bill was obsolete as far as the 
Appropriation Committee  con- 
cerned. There were thirteen distinct 
violaoins of it in the Pend- 
ing Bill. It was only invoked when 
the Appropriations Committee desired 
to stand off s6M® fancied raid upon 
the Treasury. There was &a round of 
applause when Mr. Hepburn took his 
seat. « 

Mr. Cannon, in reply, said that he 
would not consider the wisdom of the 
canal. It was the law which should 
be considered, and there was not a mi- 
croscope in the universe big enough to 
find a shred of. law upon which to 
hbase this appropriation. Personally 
he announced himself in favor of the 
construction of the canal. 

Mr. Bailey suggested that if there 
was a question as to whether the 
amendment was in order upon the bill 
that the House agree by unanimous 
consent to make the Canal Bill a spe- 


cial order immediately after the dis- | 


posal of the Sundry Civil Bill. 
Mr. Cannon pointed out in response, 


- how a majority of the House, if so. 


disposed, could tomorrow go into com- 
mittee of the whole and consider the 
Canal Bill on its merits. 

The attempt to get a rider upon a 
supply bill that must pass, he declared, 
led to bad and sometimes fraudulent 
legislation, often both. Mr. Cannon was 
exceedingly earnest and vigorous in 
his appeal to members not to be car- 
ried off their feet. Impressively, he 
recalled the scandals in connection 
with the building of the Pacific rail- 
roads, 
not to dishonor itself by crushing down 
a rule that had stood for 110 years as 
a safeguard to legislation. 
some things that could not be done 
with impunity. 

There were several interesting collo- 
quies between Mr. Cannon and Mr. 
Hepburn as they fenced for advantage. 

Without concluding the debate upon 
the point of order, the committe rose. 

The Army Appropriation Bill was re- 
ported by Mr. Hull, who gave notice 
that he would call it up at the earliest 
opportunity. 

Mr. Wheeler of Kentucky, in the 
course of some remarks in cpposition 
to expansion, served notice that he 
proposed to vote against the $20,000,00) 
appropriation to be paid to Spain. 

Mr. Ba'‘ley of Texas reminded Mr. 
Wheeler that the President and Senate 
constituted the treaty-making power, 
and that the House must acquiesce 
in their action. 

Mr. Corliss (Rep.) of Michigan affered 
his Pacific Cable Bill es an amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Bill. The 
amendment wes ruled out on the point 
of order. 

At 5:15 the House adjourned. .

WILL VISIT THE COAST. 


PRESIDENT McKINLEY PLANNING A 
TOUR OF THE WEST. 


Itinerary of the Trip Includes All 
States of the Western Section. 
Members of Hin Cabinet Wil 
Accompany the Executive-Np 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) . President McKinley 
today. sald he was contemplating a 
visit. to the Pacific Coast during the 
coming summer, and that he would 
‘Make the trip unless there was some 
complication which does not now ap- 
pear. This was in response to an in- 
vitation on behalf.of the State of Cali- 
fornia given by Congressman-elect 
Kahn, who, in. bidding good-by to 
the President, asked if there was not 
a chance that the loyal friends of the 
administration would have an oppor- 
tunity to see the Chief Executive dur- 
ing his term. The President said he 
was anxious to get to the coast, and 
later his secretary said he had pre- 
pared an itinerary for the President, 
which would include a trip of the entire 
coast on the west. * 

It is now the plan of the President 
to make this trip as early in the sum- 
mer as possible, of course keeping in 
mind the danger of an extra session 
of Congress. In case the President can 
get away in the early part of the sum- 
mer he will go to the coast by the 
southern route and will make a jour- 
ney to the north, and come home by 
way of the Yellowstone National Park, 
staying a few days in each State, which 
he will not touch en route. 

The President, if able to make his 
trip, will not leave here until the mid- 
die of summer, and in that case he will 
go north first, and will see the North- 
ern States on his way to the West, 
and, ‘when leaving California, he will 
go to the South and will reach Wash- 
‘ington from that section, making his 
trip one which will take in practically 
the entire transmigsiss!ppi country. In 
case the President makes this jour- 
ney, he will be accompanjed by several 
thembers of his Cabinet, and some of 
the best-known stategmen of the coun- 
try, so that his trip will not be in 
any sense @ private jaunt, but one 
of state.

JOINT HIGH COMMISSION NOT TO

Meeting Set for This Afternoon One 
of Vast Importance—Certain 
Concessions are Made. 
Agreement Near. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington Says 
that Great Britain and the United 
States are to have a closer bond of 
friendship. The Joint High Commis- 
sion which came perilously near break- 
ing. up in a rupture Monday, will prob- 
ably conclude a treaty after all. 

The United States Commissioners, in- 
stead of presenting an ultimatum, as 
the Canadians expected, submitted a 
memorandum conciliatory in tone, of- 
fering certain rights at Skaguay and 
suggesting further negotiation. The 
possibility of effecting an agreement 
was also advanced by a cablegram re- 
ceived by Baron Herschel from Joseph 
Chamberlain, England's Minister of the. 
Colonies, directing the Canadian Com- 
mission to exhaust every effort to reach 
an amicable agreement, keeping in 
mind the importance of promoting the 
present cordial relations between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

After a brief session, the Joint High 
Commission adjourned until noon to- 
day, and the Canadian commissioners 
retired to consider the memorandum of 
the United States. 

Mir. Kasson of the United States 
Commission, and Mr. Hay, Secretary of 
State, both say that the meeting this 
afternoon will be of the greatest im-

It is believed that a final 
agreement will be reached and that the

Though all points at issue will not be 
settled the agreement will be beneficial 
and satisfactory both to the United 
Dominion.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The great 
storm has practically disappeared off 
the northeast Canadian coast after a 
combination of snow and high winds 
that must hereafter stand as a record 
for almost the entire Atlantic coast 
region. 

With the exception of a limited ter- 
ritory in the southwest, and the east- 
ern portion of the northern slope, there 
has been a general and dectded rise in 
the temperature, and they are once 
more above the freezing point west of 
the Mississippi River, in Florida and in 
the Gulf States, except northeast Ala- 
bama. They still continue compara- 
tively low in the Atlantic States. 

TRAFFIC STILL INTERRUPTED. 

The interruption to railroad traffic 
caused by the storm still continues. 
Not a through train on the Pennsyl- 
vania, Baltimore and Ohio, or southern 
roads, has reached the city today, or up 
to 10:30 o’clock tonight. All the com- 
panies are putting forth their best ef- 
forts, however, and confidently expect 
to resume through business north and 
south tomorrow. The Pennsylvania 
started a train for New York at 4:30 

‘o'clock today, and the other lines ex- 

t to get trains out before morning. 

he storm suspended a large part of 

the business of the city and also many 
local functions. 

The President today ordered that the 
reception to the general public, which 
was to have been held tonight, be 
postponed untl the weather is more 
auspicious. Coal has gone up over 
$1 a ton. Eggs have advanced from 
28 to 50 cents a dozen: pork has gore 
up 7 cents a pound; potatoes have 
jumped from 45 to 85 cents, and vege- 
table prices have advanced 75 per 
cent.

“Owing to the extent and extreme 
destructiveness, this storm will aiways 
be remembered as the greatés* sto>-m 
in the history of the Atlantic Coast 
States, and most rem “able tor the 
perfect combination of ‘he conJitions 
necessary to produce such results. An 
abnormally high barometric area, ac- 
companied by a severe cold wave, vas 
moving southeastward to the Gulf 
States, and a disturbance was develop- 
ing:on its southeastern edge. Th re- 
sults were inevitable, and us rapidly as 
possible, widespread warnainzs were 
distributed on Saturday in th: West 
Gulf States of impending severe frecz- 
ing weather on the coasts. 

“On Saturday night the warnings were 
extended to Florida, out both were 
further supplemented on Sunday morn- 
ing by additional and more positive 
Warnings. Other warnings were also 
sent on Monday to Havina ard the 
Bahamas. While the immense joss of 
progerty is to be greatly deplored, it 
8 gratifying to learn that as much as 
possible was saved by the timeliness cf 
the warnings. 

“Nearly all temperature records were 
broken in the Gulf and Southern 
States. The temperature at New Or- 
leans reached 6 deg., 9 deg. lower than 
any previous.records; Vicksburg, 1 
deg. below zero, 4 deg. below the rec- 
ord; at Jacksonville 10 deg. or 4 deg. 
below the record, with heavy snow and 
sleet. At Jupiter a minimum of 28 
deg. was reached this morning. In- 
formation as to the extent of damage 
caused by the cold wave, will appear 
in other publications ef the Weather 
Bureau. 

“As the storm moved northward 
from Florida, the character of the 
destructive element changed. While 
the cold continued the snowfall  be- 
and, as it after- 
ward proved, a very serious factor in 
the situation. Snow was general from 
Florida northward, and was heavy as 
far south as South Carolina. From 
Virginia northward the amount ranged 
from ten to thirty inches, but was not 
well distributed. The greatest fall was 
twenty-seven inches, reported from 
Northern Virginia. At Washington the 
fall was twenty-one inches, or at total 
of ‘thirty-five inches during the past 
eight days, by far the greatest fall 
for at least sixty-five years, as shown 
by the records. On Sunday morning it 
became évident ‘that heavy snow 
would fall in the Atlantic and New 
ingland States, and warnings to this 
effect were at once issued. 

“The northward movement of the 
storm also necessitated the hoisting of 
storm signals along the entire Atlantic 
Coast by 3 p. m., Sunday. By Monday 
morning it became apparent that the 
storm would prove one of extreme se- 
verity on account of the high winds 
and heavy drifting snow,. and hurri- 
cane warnings were ordered up along 


. the entire coast, from Delaware break- 


‘water to Eastport. The hoisting of this 

extreme danger signal was fully justi- 
fied by the result as winds of as high 
as seventy-two miles per hour were 
reported with blinding snows. 


“Clearing weather has_ rapidly 
followed the storm, and this 
morning it is cold and clear: 
in the Atlantic region, except 


New England and Eastern New York, 
where the clouds still remain. An 
area of low pressure is approsaking 
from the west and under its influence 
the temperatures will be generally ris- 
ing after Wednesday morning east of 
the Alleghenies. They are rising today 
in the central valleys and entire West.

NEW YORK DIGGING OUT. 

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEVONT.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—With clear 
skies and warmer weather, New York 
Started to dig itself out of the snow 
this morning. By noon, the mercury 
hed reached 25 deg. above zero, and 
there was not a cloud in the sky. 

After faturday’s half-holiday and 
the suspension of business on Sunday 
and Monday, today’s street traffic was 
) tremendous, with the result of block- 
ades everywhere. 

The snow contractor estimated that 
upward of 345,000 loads of snow were 
removed from the street up to 6 o'clock 
tonight. 

At 6 o'clock, a night force of about 
1800 men started to work with _ be- 
tween 800 and 1000 carts. All the night 
force was practically concentrated on 
Broadway, and it was expected this 
thoroughfare would be cleared by the 
time of opening of business tomorrow 
from Forty-seccnd street to the Battzry. 
At midnight tonight, the thermometer 
on lower Broadway recorded 17 deg. 
above zero, and the temperature was 
rising rapidly. 

The railroads running into the Grand 
Central Station did not make much 
progress today in restoring order from 
the chaos into which the blizzard had 
plunged them. While the officials were 
very hopeful that they would be able 
to establish some kind of train service 
tomorrow, they were obliged to admit 
that no through trains had passed over 
their lines since Monday. Five .hundred 
men were struggling with the great 
drifts in the Grand Central yards all 
day and late tonight it was announced 
that all the tracks were clear. The 
New York Central continued to be tied 
up all day as far as incoming tra‘ns 
were concerned. The great drifts thirty 
miles south of Poughkeepsie were too 
much for the snow plows and trains 
massed at both sides of this point in 
large numbers. 

At 1 p.m., two trains for western 
points were sent out. It was announced 
that other’ trains were to be started 
later. 

The railroads that have terminals in 
Jersey City are much crippled. The 
Pennsylvania did nearly all the busi- 
ness that was done. No train arrived 
from the West or South during the 
day. At the Jersey Central Depot to- 
night, it was announced that the road 
was open this side of Mauch Chunk. 
The officials said the road would be 
open on all divisions tomorrow. 

The Lehigh Valley road dispatched 
and received no trains. 

The Erie got in a few local trains 
during the forenoon. The Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western road kept its 
local service open. By tonight the pas- 
senger trains were in good shape, al- 
though no attempt had been made to 
run freight trains. 


SHELTER FOR THE POOR. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—In response to 
the hideous cries for aid that went up 
from many sections of the city, Gover- 
nor Roosevelt ordered the opening of 
the armories, of the Eleventh, Twe'fth, 
£Fixty-ninth and Seventy-eighth regi- 
ments for shelter for persons who 
might take shelter there. 

“I am aware there is sOme question 

whether or not I have the legal right 
to do this,’’ said the Governor, in an- 
nouncing what he had done, ‘“‘but I feel 
confident that the Legislature will back 
me up in what I have done. 
“IT have telephoned to police head- 
quarters and have asked that the com- 
manders in the precincts wherein the 
armories are located tq have all 
poor and destitute taken there, shel- 
tered and warmed during this cold 
epell I have also communicated with 
Mayer Van Wyck and asked his official 
aid in providing blankets and food for 
the sick and destutute that may come 
to us. We are rather short of blankets 
at the armories, and have no food 
whatever. We must not let people 
suffer on account of this storm if we 
can prevent it, and we must strive to 
do all in our power to give them shel- 
erd food.” 

Hitherto the armories have been 
jealously -guarded by the National 
Guard .against every kind of invasion, 
and any mention of converting them to 
any use except for strictly military 
purposes has met with determination 
and organized opposition, 

The armories ordered thrown open 
are verv large and in thickly popu- 
lated portions of the city. . 

UNCLAIMED DEAD UNBURIED. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—The city finds 
itself unable to bury its unclaimed 
dead. This is in a great measure due to 
the ice-bound condition of the East 
River. which has made it impossible 
for several days for the steamers of 
the charities department to make their 
accustomed trips to the city cemetery 
on Hart Island. No-burials have taken 
place since last Tuesday, when the cof- 
fin-laden steamer made its last trip to 
Potter’s Field. On Friday about forty 
bodies were placed on board the 
steamer Thomas S. Brennan, and Capt. 
McCarthy made an attempt to land 
them at Hart Island. He succeeded in 
getting as far as Whitestone, where his 
further progress was stopped by pack 
ice. and he found it necessary to return 
to the pier at the foot of East Twenty- 
sixth street, where the bodies were un- 
loaded and returned to'the morgue. . 

Another attempt was made to reach 
the island on the following day, but 
again the.steamer was-forced to return 
and land her dismal freight. 

There were in the morgue on Sunday 
fifty-eight’ bodies awaiting burial, and 
this number was raised on Monday to 
eighty-two, of which forty-six were 
adults and the remainder children. Not 
only have burials been absolutely sus- 
pended by the city authorities, but pri- 
vate undertakers, generally, have been 
cornpelled to decline to conduct funer- 
als. In many instances, order to 
comply with the regulations of the 
health department, undertakers have 
removed bodies. from residences and 
Placed them temporarily in their own 
establishments to await the moderation 
of the weather. 


TRAINS MOVE AGAIN. 7

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—During the 
storm of Monday, Herman Kuehne, 35 
years old; Edward Tuthill, 8, and Dan- 
iel Brown, the seventeen-year-old son 
of W. W. Brown, all of East Marion, 
L. 1L., went to the beach to shoot ducks, 
They used a rowboat to move from 
place to place. 

Capt. Tuthill and Mr. Brown, who 
went to look for them at 7 o'clock in 
the evening, found on the dock two 
guns. four dead ducks and a dozen 
cartridges. They went westward calling 
at the top of their voices. Soon an an- 
swering shout came back, “We're all 
right, papa,’ called young Tuthill, 
cheerily. ‘“‘We are caught in the ice, 
but we will be able to get out in the 
morning. You had better go home, 
and don’t worry; we're comfortable.” 

It was bitter cold, and the wind was 
blowing a hurricane. At 19 o’clock.the 
three in the boat were hailed again, 
and they answered, but after this 
nothing was heard from them. The 
moving ice had carried them seaward. 

Today messages were sent along the 
shore and the Teddie scouted Orient 
and Gardner’s Bay, until the ice-bound 
was discovered. The Teddie’s 
signals aroused no sign of life in the 
rowboat. There was a figure in the 
bow, another in the stern, and a third 
in the middle and still upright, but 
slightly crouching. Messages were 
sent for tugs which can break throueh 
the ice, but there is no hope that the 
three are alive. 

ZERO MARK IN FLORIDA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REVORT.] 

ATLANTA, (Ga.,) Feb. 14.—Tole- 
graphic communication to Florida has 
been kept up spasmodically only the 
two past days, all wires being down 
south of Jacksonville. The Associated 
Press today secured a wire to Pensa- 
cola, for. a few minutes, and ascer- 
tained that the coldest weather ever 
known had just passed over the north- 
ern part of Florida.

DECISION IN KINGLY SUCCESSION

in Contempt. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

AUCKLAND (N. Z.,) Feb. 14.—[By 

New Zealand Cable.] Advices received 
here from Samoa, under date of Feb- 
ruary 8, report that anarchy and rebel- 
lion still prevail there. The provis- 
ional: government persists if. interfer- 
ing with the British subjects, and also 
with servants of British residents. 
‘ The -decision of the triple council 
in the matter of the kingly succession, 
is anxiously awaited. Annexation is 
looked upon as the only possible solu- 
tion of existing difficulties. It is stated 
that even Mataafa’s followers would 
prefer English to German control. The 
British cruiser Porpoise returned tc 
Apia on February 1, from a cruise 
of the Samoan group, and reports hav- 
ing found affairs quiet on the other 
islands. 

The people of Tutuilla are unani- 
mously in favor of Malietoa Tanus. 
In Savaii, each claimant to the throne 
is strongly supported. The German 
Consul-General, Mr. -Rose, has noti- 
fied Chief Justice Chambers that his 
government. has not upheld his protest 
regarding that officer. The news was 
received with great satisfaction. 

Chief Justice Chambers reopened his 
court to hear the charges of contempt

The arrival of the United States 
cruiser Philadelphia is hourly expected

EARLY REPORT EXPECTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—The State 
Department is in expectation of an 
early report by cable from United 
States Consul Luther Osborn at Apia 
of the events that have taken place in 
that disturbed community since the 
establishment of the provisional gov- 
ernment. It is understood that the 
British government:has two war ves- 
sels at Apia, with another on the way, 
or just arrived there. With this force 
at the back of the British consul, it is 
not understood how the British resi- 
dents of Apia can be oppressed.

Malietoa Tanus as King of Samoa. 

ANXIETY: AT APIA. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14.—A cable 
special to the Call from Auckland, N. 
Z., dated today, Says: 

“On the arrival at’ Apia of the United 
States cruiser Philadelphia, Malietoa 
Tanus will be taken ashore from H. M. 
S. Porpoise by the American and Brit- 
ish consuls, who will declare him king. 

If Mataafa refuses to retire, in fa- 
vor of Malietoa, he will be arrested by 
the consuls, who will be backed by a 
force from the warships.

Thus of the twelve legislators who 
attended the meeting, five are voting 
for Barnes and seven for Bulla. The 
latter avas not present, which was no 
more than courtesy toward the other 
candidates demanded, and Brown, who 
votes for Felton; Wade, who votes for 

- Bstee, and Senator Davis and Assem- 
blyman Dunlap, Scott's two voters, 
Were also among the absent. 

In view of the small gathering no 
definite coursé was had, and the meet- 
ing adjourned until 4:30 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon, after an informal 
talk, based upon Melick’s proposed plan 
of action. 

This plan is to the following effect: 
First, the short-end voters shall agree 
to support some candidate from the 
Republican minority; sevondly, they 
shall ballot to see who can secure the 
majority frém the short end; thirdly, 
the Republican minority shall pledge 
itself to support this candidate until 
released therefrom; fourthly, the short- 
enders shal! vote for this candidate in 
joint convention and endeavor to draw 
votes from Grant and Burns; fifthly, 
if the joint convention is not disposed 
to accept the short-enders’ candidate, 
then the latter will hold another meet- 
ing to select another candidate, and 
s0 on until the names of the five mi- 
nority candidates, Bulla, Barnes, Estee, 


—— 


Scott and Bard, have been presented 
to the joint convention, when, if no 
choice has been made, the Repubican 
minority will select a candidate from 
anywhere throughout the State, and 
continue these tactics until they can 
find one who will win, or until the 
short-enders refuse to stay longer to- 
gether. In this way, it is alleged, 
those opposed to Burns and Grant, will 
Show that they are not for any par- 
ticular candidate, but are ready to 
Support any good Republican outside 
of two men at present leading in the 
balloting. 

Assemblyman Boynton thought it 
would be a difficult matter to inject a 
new candidate into the fight at the 
present time, and Assemblyman Wade, 
who was not present at the meeting, 
said he would favor Timothy Guy 
Phelps of San Mateo, if it were possi- 
ble for an outsider to entep the race 
now.

REMARKABLE BILL, 
One of the most remarkable bills of 
the present session is A. B. 60, intro} 
duced in the Assembly by Cosper of 
Tulare on January 11. The bill reads 
as follows: “An act to amend section 
five (5) of an ‘Act regulating the sale 
of lands, uncovered by recession or 
drainage of waters of inland lakes, amd 
unsegregated swamp and overflowed 
lands, and validating sales and surveys 
heretofore made,’ approved March 24, 
1893. 
“The People of the State of Califor- 
nia, represented in the Senate and As- 
sembly, do enact as follows: 
“Section 1. Section five (5) of the act 
regulating the sale of lands uncovered 
by recession or drainage of waters of 
inland lakes, and unsegregated swamp 
and overflowed lands, and validating 
sales and surveys heretofore made, ap- 
proved March 24, i893, is hereby 
amended to read as follows, to wit: 
‘Section 5. Lands designated in this act 


be impossible to elect anybody so long 
as they maintained their present at- 
titude.

“They claimed that if their forces 
were broken, Burns would be elected, 
although with amazing contradiction 
they added, in the same breath, that 
none of their men would ever vote for 
him, and without «hem Burns could 
not be elected.

MeFadden in Santa Ana, who is mak- 
ing Senator Perkins’s fight for Grant, 
there, but he could or would not men- 
tion anyone else who asked him to 
‘stay with Grant.’ I told the Grant 
people that if it came to a choice be- 
tween Burns and Grant, I would pre- 
fer Burns, and on ¢his point I have 
nothing to retract. It is my opinion 
that Grant's election would be a most 
serious disaster to the Republican 
party of this Sitate. The disclosures 
of the character of his campaign alone 
should be enough to force him out of 
the fight. 

“The Grant men, if they so desire, can 
prevent Burns’s election equally as 
well out of their present camp as in it, 
and I believe that many of them are 
held in line by a fear of what Milton 


any fear of Burns’s election. In regard 
to ‘throwing Bulla overboard and 
swimming for myself,’ at no time since 
my arrival in Sacramento have I de- 
serted Mr. Bulla, nor espoused Burns, 
and the Grant men well know it. ‘ 

“My preference of Burns over Grant 
was advanced upon the condition of a 
contest between those two men, and 
does not bear in any way upon my 
first preference for Mr. Bulla. I be- 
lieve the Legislature should elect a 
Senator from California, ohne from the 
south, of course, preferred. It cannot 
be Grant, but that is no reason why 
the State should be unrepresented.”’ 

WILL REPORT BACK. 

The Joint County Government Com- 
mittee has resolved to report back the 
County Government Bill as a _ joint 
committee measure. It is believed 
this will largely offset the opposition 
to the measure. Chairman Huber of 
the Assembly committee, said he did 
not think he would report the bill 
back before Friday. The Los Angeles

price, and on the same terms and in 
manner of payment, as at present pro- 
vided for in swamp and overflowed 
lands. All moneys received for said 
lands shall be paid into the swamp- 
land fund of the county in which such 
lands are situated, and_ shall be 
treated and disposed of in the same 
manner as moneys arising from the 
sale of segregated swamp and over- 
flowed lands, and all moneys ‘hereto- 
fore received for the sale of such lands, 
and remaining in the treasury, shall 
be subject to the same provisions of 
law. If any of the lands described in 
this act are suitable for cultivation, 
without reclamation, such lands shall 
be sold only to actual settlers in tracts 
not exceeding 320 acres.’ 

Extensive diversion of the waters of 
Kern and Kings rivers, by the big ir- 
rigating canal companies of San Joa- 
suin Valley, has caused the recession of 
the waters of Tulare Lake in Kings 
county to such an extent that several 
thousand acres of land, formerly a part 
of the lake bed, have Ween left dry. 
On these lands, which are suitable for 
cultivation, being in fact some of the 
finest lands in the valley, hundreds of 
squatters have made their homes and 
have built up a fertile region. The 
swamp land iaws provide for the for- 
mation of swamp-land districts, in 
which case owners of lands deposit $1 
per acre with the County. Treasurer, 
and upon making proof to the Super- 
visors of the number of acres so re- 
claimed. and showing that such recla- 
mation has cost $2.50 per acre, the own- 
ers are entitled to draw down their $1 
deposit, and the Surveyor-General, upon 
copies of the proceedings before Super- 
visors, issues patents to the lands so 
rec!aimed. 

Cosper’s bill amends the statute of 
"93 relating to lands uncovered by re- 
cession of waters of inland lakes. and 
provides that these Tulare Lake lands 
may be sold, and patented upon the 
same terms, and at the same price and 
in the same manner as swamp and 
overflowed lands. By eliminating from 
the latter part of section 5 of the 
statute. of °93, the provision for the 
payment of $2.50 an acre, Cosper’s 
bill permits of the deposit of $1 per 
acre as on swamp lands, which may be 
drawn down upon proofs of reclama- 
tion at a cost of $2.50 per acre. Inas- 
much as the diversion of waters by 
irrigating canals, has caused this un- 
covering of a part of the Tulare Lake 
bed, they are not properly swamp and 
overflowed lands, and no expenditure 
‘of money has been necessary to di- 
vert the waters or reclaim any of* 
these lands. Upon the-.passage of 
this bill, the settlers will undoubtedly 
feel called upon to nail down these 
choice lands with a $1 deposit, which 
they can afterward recall. In order to 
make a showing of expenditure of the 
stipulated $2.50 per acre, it may also 
be necessary to build a levee to pre- 
vent any possible overflow of the 
waters by reason of the canal gsys- 
tems before referred to, being unable 
to control the water in case of an 
unusual flood. In fact, it is reported 
that such a levee is already in course of 
construction by men who. expect to 
speculate in these lands. It is under- 
stood that parties have already taken 
steps to gobble up these choice acres 
at practically no expense to themselves. 
and that this bill is introduced in 
their interest. Several parties have 
been here from Kings county watch- 
ing the progress of the bill. When the 
measure was up in the House for a 
first reading, Johnson made an inquiry 
as to why the prices of these lands 
had been lowered, but he was unable 
to obtain a satisfactory answer. It is 
very probable that the bill will be at- 
tacked on its final reading.

FIRST STEP TOWARD A BREAK. 


Another Account of the Short-end 
Meeting—Legislative.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 4.—The 


first 
step toward breaking the Senatorial 
deadlock has been taken. Late this 
afternoon twelve of the Republican 


members who have been voting for 
neither Burns nor Grant held a meet- 
ing and agreed to do all in their power 
to unite on seme candidate other than 
Grant or Burns, and to secure his 
election, 


The gentlemen then agreed to see 
the other Republicans who represent 


the scattering Republican vote, and to 
obtain, if possible, their codéperation 
in the plan outlined. © All but a few 
of these have been seen, and have 
agreed to go into the proposed meet- 
ing. It is understood that the candi- 
dates aho have been recéiving the 
scattering vote are’satisfied with the 
plan proposed. A second meeting 
will-be held tomorrow afternoon at 5 
o'clock. 

Those present at the meeting this 
afternoon were Melick, Knowland, 
Atherton, ‘Belshaw, Morehouse, Strat- 
ton, Boynton, Simpson, Valentine, 
Conrey, Luchsinger, Miller. 

The situation was informally  dis- 
cussed and the following scheme drawn 
up, which is being shown to those of 
the Republican minority, as_ distin-. 
guished from the Grant-Burns forces, 
who were not present at the meeting: 

‘“That‘all the Republicans not voting 
or Burns mee@in conference, 
an 

“First—Decide to stand together on 
some one of the minority (Republican) 
Senatorial candidates.

Bulla has thirteen votes. It will 
take: sixteen to contr6l the -minority 
(Republican) caucus. It is understood 
that Scott has agreed to throw his two 
votes to Bulla, giving him fifteen. The 
Los Angeles man will then require 
but one vote to control the caucus. He 
will probably be given first chanc 
before the joint Assembly. ; 
MONOTONY BROKEN. 


The vote for United States Senator 
was relieved of its monotony today by 
the action of Assemblyman Clough, 
who, after the ballot had been taken, 
introduced a resolutidn in which he 
called for a meeting of the Repub- 
Ican members tonight at 8 o’clock to 
discuss the Senatorial situation. Each 
Republican who is an aspirant for the 
office under the terms of the resolu- 
tion, was to be called upon for a 
speech, and if he failed to comply was 
to be dropped from the list of candi- 
dates.

cycle race in the test of endurance. 
Ashinger rode six-day races long be- 
fore many of the men against whom 
he is competing now had learned to 
ride a bike, and now he is giving the 
youngsters a very hard argument in 
another test of endurance. His en- 
durance record will stand some beat- 
ing, for it is 469 miles and seven laps, 
or seven-eights of a mile. In that time 
he did not get out of the saddle. Burns 
Pierce of Boston held his own record,

@ narrow margin only over Ashinger, 
and by sevén and one-quarter miles 


more than the New York mark of 457 
miles.

SWILL OR GARBAGE? 


Difficult Problem That Police Are 
Trying to Solve. 

There was quite an animated dis- 
cussion at the Police Station yesterday 
evening as to what constitutes swill 
and what garbage. Officer Matuskiewiz 
had arrested J. G. De Turk, a gatbage 
collector, on the charge of hauling 
swill through the stre2ts at urlawful 
hours. De Turk maintained ¢hat it was 
not swill, but dry garbage that he was 
removing from restaurants, and that 
he was acting entirely within the lax. 

Sergt. Morton, upon inspecting the 
contents of the wagon, pronwunced 
to be swill, and sanctioned the arrest 
made by Matuskiewiz, so De Turk was 
booked for violating a city ordinance. 

Capt. Roberts, however, on making 
an olfactory, as well as an ocular test, 
gave it as his opinion that it was not 
swill, but garbage that De Turk was 
hauling. There were no offensive odors 
exuding from the wagon, and the sivff 
with which it was loaded was not juicy 
enough, the captain thought, to clas- 
sify as swill. He therefore counselled 
the release of the prisoner without fil- 
ing a charge against him. 

Sergt. Morton chought this would be 
an imputation on his judgment. as to 
the difference between garbage and 
swill, and offered to have the question 
decided in court. The matter was 
finally compromised by allowing De 
Turk to go on his own recognizance, 
but the question as to whether he was 
loaded with swill or garbage remains 
open. 

In the event of De Turk being found 
guilty of collecting swill unlawfully, 
a court of inquiry wlil probably be 
appointed to decide where swill begins 
and garbage leaves off. Expert testi- 
mony on the question is in urgent de- 
mand. 

Much sympathy is felt for De Turk, 
who is a man who has been particu- 
larly unfortunate. He was formerly a 
livery-stable keeper, and owned real 
estate at First street and Broadway 
valued at $60,000 or $70,000, but lost all 
through defective titles and foreclos- 
ure, and has been reduced to the neces- 
sity of gathering garbage as a means 
of livelihood. He is not charged With 


any intention of knowingly violating 
the law.

WRECKS UPON. THE SEA. 


TERRIBLE AGONIES OF THE CREW 
.OF THE SHIP LAWRENCE. 


Bulgaria May be Safe—Storm on the 
British Isles—Salvage Coming 
Ashore—Losses on the French 
Coast—The Sterling and Catania 
Heard From. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAVANNAH. (Ga.,) Feb. 14.—Two 
lifeboats, laden with men from the 
wreck of the steamship William Law- 
are still missing, and it is 
feared that the fourteen men who em- 
barked in these boats have been lost. 

The steamer Lawrence of the Mer- 
chants’ and Miners’ Transportation 
Company, plying between Baltimore 
and Savannah, struck on the rocks off 
Hilton Head, near Port Royal Bar, 8. 
C., on Saturday morning, as told in 
these dispatches last night. She is 
now a total wreck. 

The crew stood by her for nearly 
twenty-four ‘hours, but when the ship 
began to break up Capt. Willis gave 
the order to take to the boats. The 
sea was running very high, a gale was 
blowing, and it was bitter cold. The 
captain was the last man to leave the 
ship, and it is said he chose the poorest 
of the boats. 

Boat No. 1, in charge of the second 
engineer, Morrissey, with seven men, 
as stated last night, made Paris Island 
where the government naval station is 
stationed, Sunday morning. Boat 
No. 2, in charge of Second Officer Beale, 
contained besides that officer, Engineer 
Roach, Steward Dingle, -First Cook 
Kelley, Quartermaster Oscar Bowler 
and Seamen Montgomery and C. L. 
Greene. These men underwent a ter- 
rible experience. They found it im- 
possible to make land, and as dark- 
ness fell on Sunday night the cold be- 
came more and more intense. By lucky 
accident they located the sea buoy off 
the Port Royal bar, and managed to 
catch it. They made it fast to the boat 
and spent the night there, where they 
were found Monday morning by a pilot 
and taken aboard. 

Boat No.3, under First Mate L. E. 
Hooper, and boat» No. 4, under Capt. 
Willis, are still missing, with fourteen 
men. 

The passenger steamer Clifton this 
morning, en route from Beaufort, was 
hailed by the pilotboat having on bourd 
the rescued crew of No. 2 boat They 
were transferred to the Clifton and 
brought to this ctiy. The men were 
in a pitiable condition. “hiet nzineer 
Roach, Steward Dingle and Second Of- 
ficer Beale had «their feet and legs 
frozen stiff and their hands wer» frost 
bitten. Three men may lose one or 
both feet. ; 

The wreck lies within a few miles of 
the spot where ¢he passenger. steam- 
ship City of Savannah was wrecked in 
the West India hurricane of 1893.

FEDERAL AID TO IRRIGATION. 

A recent dispatch from Washington 
states that the Senate Committee on 
Appropriations had decided to give, 
for investigation of the subject of 
storage reservoirs upon public lands, 
$35,000 instead of $20,000, which last- 
named amount was included in the 
bill when it came before the House.

The last Police Commission was not 
above reproach by a great deal, but it 
did stand fast against the attempt to 
establish a saloon in the immediate 
vicinity of the Lark-Ellen Home. The 
ladies who manage the Home had a 
right to suppose that the project was 
dead and buried, having been assured 
that no license for a saloon near the 
Home would be granted, but it appears 
that the scheme has been revived and 
that an effort is being made to ac- 
complish by trickery and _ evasion 
what could not be done directly and 
openly. 

A temporary license to sell liquor 
was issued to the horse show people, 
and it was clearly understood by those 
who issued and those who received 
the license that it should expire with 
the show. Now the commission is 
asked to transfer that horse-show li- 
cense to No. 790 San Pedro street, and 
there are indications that some sort 
of a deal is being made. 

There is no excuse for granting such 
a petition, and the objections to a 
saloon near the Newsboys’ Home are 
just as strong and valid today as they 
were when the old commission re- 
peatedly turned down the application.

THE NEXT UNITED STATES CENSUS. 

The work of taking the United 
States census has grown to be such 
an immense enterprise that the re- 
ports of one census are not complete 
at the end of ten years, when the time 
comes to take the next. There will 
be several changes in the coming 
census, which, it is believed, will make 
itan improvement on those which 
have preceded ix. A few weeks ago 
the House Committee on the Census 
practically agreed that the Census 
Bureau should be independent of the 
Interior Department, of which it has 
been a subordinate office, that it should 
be managed by a directcr to be ap- 
pointed directly by the President, and, 
indeed, that the bureau, as a whcle, 
should be independent of any other 
department of the government. 

At a recent meeting of the Economic 
Association, at New Haven, Ct., a 
committee was appointed to consider 
the question of the census, and to 
make suggestions. The criticisms sub- 
mitted turned not so much on the 
question of the accuracy of the census 
returns as on that of the treatment of 
the data secured under the Eleventh 
Census, and on the lack of continuity 
from census to census. The defects 
to which attention was thus directed 
were attributed by the committee 
largely to the insufficient time allowed 
by law for the preparation of plans 
and schedules. The committee com- 
plained that the work of the census 
proper is seriously impeded by the 
number of the investigations ordered 
and their variety, which prevent 
fundamental inquiries from receiving 
adequate attention. 

It may be expected that the census 
of 1900 will round out the century 
with a showing of progress more won- 
derful than has ever been made in any 
country or in any age.

AMERICAN TRADE IN GERMANY 


Competition Making Inroads With 
That Nation’s Exports. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
BERLIN, Feb. 14.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] In last Saturday's debate, in 


the Reichstag, upon the interpellation 


of Count Von Kanitz, the agrarian 
leader, regarding the commercial re- 
lations between the United States and 
Germany, Count Posadowski-Wehner, 
Imperial Secretary of State for the 
Interior, made a singularly able and 
lucid statement of the development 
of the trade of the United ® States 
with Europe, accompanying this with 
detailed statistics. 

Dealing particularly with the trade 
betsveen the United States and Ger- 
many, Count Posadowski-Wehner said 
he thought the extraordinary increase 
in American exports was not solely 
due to protection, but also to the in- 
dustrial productivity of .the United 
States, which were becoming a great 
industrial as well as a great agricul- 
tural country. He made a compari- 
son between the years 1890 and 1898, 
showing noteworthy diminution of agri- 
cultural -exports, and a large increase 
in industrial exports. 

The agrarians, he said, might per- 
haps welcome these figures, but the 
reverse picture was that the Ameri- 
can imports of the foreign maun- 


factures had materially declined. Quot- — 


ing further statistical comparisons for 
the same year of America’s trade with 
the various countries of Europe, he said 
that Germany's case was worse than 
England’s, since the latter chiefly im- 
ported cereals, cotton and raw mater- 
ials. Germany, he continued, was al- 
ready beginning to be seriously affected 
by American industrial competition. 

As an illustration he cited the textile, 
iron and steel and shoemaking . in- 
dustries. In the first eight months 
of the fiscal year, 1897-8, no less than 
a third of the whole bicycle exports 
from America were destined for the 
German market. This, he contendéd, 
was due to the fact that extreme pro- 
tection not only sustained the prices 
of bicycles in the United States, but 
also artificially stimulated the bicycle 
industry there; and when the crisis 
came the superfluous production sas 
thrown on the German market, reduc- 
ing prices. 

Count Posadowski-Wehner 
tained that the fact of a repudiation 
‘Yy the United States Congress of an 
nterpretation of the act of 1842, which 
Austria had challenged as infringing 
article 4 of the treaty of 1829, with 
the United States, was an excellent 
precedent for Germany to claim the 
most favored treatment in the widest 
sense. In concluding his speech, he 
estimated that American exports to 
Germany in 1899 would be found to 
amount to 852,500,000 marks, while 
American imports from Germany were 
known to have declined to 344,000,000 


marks, a state of affairs warranting | 


the government in asking that the 
treaty of 1828 should be enforced in 
a spirit of fairness. 


NO DEMAND MADE. 


Canada Has not Asked for Cession 
of Skaguay. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—John Charlicn, 
one of the Canadian members cf the 
joint high commission, who spoke be- 
fore the Marquette Club last night, 
states in an interview, that the Ca- 
neadian commissioners had not inade 
the reported demand for the cession of 
Skaguay in determining the Alaska 
boundary line. 

“That is merely a fiewspaper sur- 
mise,” he said, “and without any 
foundation. The Canadian commis- 
sioners have not made a demand for 
the .cession of Skaguay. We hope to 
have the boundary -question settléd 
satisfactorily, but in what way I am 
not at liberty to state.” 


Reinforcements for San Francisco, 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 14. — The 
commanding officer at San Diego bar- 
racks, Capt. Charles Humphreys, 
Third Artillery, has been directed to 
hold two detachments of one officer 
and twenty-five men each, in readiness 
to come to San Francisco for duty at 
the posts in the harbor. This will bring 
a much-needed reinforcement to the 
garrison of the posts about the bay, 
and will not unduly diminish the gar- 
rison at San Diego, which will be left 
with 125 men to care for the guns 
there.

Grain and grass are re- 
ported to be growing nicely in the northern 
sections. Elsewhere the growth was retarded 
by cold weather. These crops continue to 
look well, buf rain will soon be needed to 
bring them to maturity.

CLAIMED BY TWO WOMEM | 


‘“L. A. BETHEL ARRESTED ON THE 


CHARGE OF ADULTERY. 


Wife Whom He Left itn San Fran 
cisco Finds Him Living With 
Another Woman in Los Angeles, 
Who also Calls Herself His Wife. 


L. A. Betthel, an electrician in the 
employ of the San Gabriel Electric 
Company, was arrested by Detective 
Flammer and Special Officer Foster 
yesterday evening on the charge of 
adultery. Being unable to furnish the 
required bai] Bethel spent the night in 
jail. 

Theré are two women, each of whom 
claims to be tthe wife of Bethel, and if 
the second one can substantiate her 
claims, it is possible that the adultery 
charge will be changed to the more 
serious one of bigamy. 

Mrs. Bethel No. 1, or at least the one 
who claims to be the only simon-pure 
wife of the electrician, arrived here 
from San Francisco yesterday morning 
and went at once to the office of Chief 
of Police Glass to whom she told her 
troubles. The Chief was already 
pretty well acquainted with them, as 
the San Francisco police authorities 
had communicated with him _ before- 
hand in regard to the case, and Mrs. 
Bethel came here on advice of Chief 
Lees to have her husband prosecuted. 

Bethel, it is alleged, deserted his wife 
in San Francisco some months ago, 
and it was quite a while before she 
learned that he was in Los Angeles. 
Special Officer Foster, who was re- 
quested to look Bethel up, found him 
living with another woman at a lodg- 
ing house on Hill street, between Third 
and Fourth. This woman, when in- 
terviewed, professed to be his wife, but 


refused to state where the marriage 


ceremony was prformed. 

After consulting Chief Glass, Mrs. 
Mamie Bethel, the woman who came 
here to bring her husband to justice, 
Swore to a complaint before Justice 
Austin, charging Bethel with open and 
notorious cohabitation and §$ adultery 
with the second woman in the case. A 
warrant was promptly issued, and 
Officers Flammer and Foster served it 
upon the accused man, who was soon 
landed behind the bars. 

The woman with whom Bethel has 
been living here, when confronted by 
Mrs. Mamie Bethel, still maintained 
that she was legally married to the 
man, and that she would stick to him 
through all his troubles. 

The officers were very reticent about 


| the matter last night, and refuséd to 


give out particulars. It was intimated, 
however, that there would be some 
sensational revelations when Bethel 
was given a hearing in court.

Improving the Parks. 

T. E. M’CAMANT, Los Angeles: 
Apropos to the improvements of our 
public parks, allow me to suggest the 
porpriety of setting apart a nook in 
some one of our parks to be planted 
to deciduous forest trees and climbers 
from the Eastern States. It would 
not only be of great interest to our 
local botanists, but a pleasure to many 
of our young people, as well as to 
tourists visiting here during the spring 
and summer. The few birch, maple, 
ash and box elder trees in Central Park 
form a delightful shade during “the 
summer, and the soft, light green fo- 
liage is a great relief to the eye, after 
being compelled to look upon the al- 
most black leaves of the eucalyptus 
and cypress during the winter. Be- 
sides the trees above mentioned, there 
are several varieties of oak, hickory, 
and walnut, as well as.pecan, beech, 
poplar, elm, gum, willow, logwood or 
American box, redbud, sassafras and a 
dozen others, many of which have 
beautiful flowers as well as foliage. 
Then there are the wild grape vines, 
wild rose, and various other climbers, 
which, combined with the trees, would 
in a few years, if planted around a lit- 
tle lake or artificial spring, make a 
spot that would be sought by many. 
The nearer the imitation to nature in 
our park improvements the more pleas- 
ing the effect.

POLICE STARS SUFFICIENT TO 
SECURE TRANSPORTATION. 


Slot Machine Crosande Abandoned 
for the Present—Arbitrators Com- 
plete the Hearing of Ev idence. 


JUGGLING LIQUOR LICENSES. 


TERESA KERR ON TRIAL FOR THE 
MURDER OF KING, 


End of the Kolm Insolvency Litign- 
tion—Sait Hrought to Annual 
Deeds of Gift on Ground 
of Frauad. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
has declined to sanction the pronosi- 
tion of one of the street-railway com- 
panies that policemen be required to 
use pass books instead of their badges 
to -secure free transportation. New 
badges are to be supplied to the po- 
licemen, and only the new style of 
badges will be recognized, and they 
will be issued only to regular members 
of the police department. 

The proposed crusade by the Board 
of Police Commissioners against the 
slot machines has been deferred until 
the Legislature takes some action on 
the subject. .The members were in- 
formed yesterday that there is now no 
law by which the owners of these ma- 
chines can be successfully prosecuted. 

Two new cases of smallpox devel- 
oped in the city yesterday, both in 
houses in which other cases have been 
discovered, and which have been un- 
der quarantine for nearly two weeks, 
One more death from the disease oc- 
curred yesterday. 

Assemblyman Mead of this city has 
introduced an amendment to the an- 
nexation law, which, if ig is adopted, 
will enable the city to annex suburbs 
on petition without the needless addi- 
tional expense that the present law en- 
tails in cases where there are two or 
more suburbs to be annexed. 

The hearing of evidence before the 
board of arbitration was completed 
yesterday, and the board adjourned 
until April 4. In the mean time briefs 
will be submitted by both sides, and 
subsequently there may be oral argu- 
ment. 

It may be necessary to readvertise 
for bids for a new garbage contract 
on account of what appears to have 
been an irregularity in the advertise- 
ment and specifications under which 
the bids were received Monday. 

At the suggestion of Chief Glass a 
committee of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners will investigate the matter 
of the disposition of the police pension 
fund. There is now no rule for the 
division of this money, and it is the 
purpose of the chief to have the matte 
properly regulated. : 

Yesterday afternoon the taking of 
testimony in the Teresa Kerr murder 
trial began. Although great interest 
is being manifested in the case, the 
courtroom being completely filled each 
day, the facts of the killing as elicited 
so far are devoid of anything that sa- 
vors of sensationalism. Indeed, the 
prosecution appears to be making such 
speed in the examination of witnesses 
as to promise a short triai. 

After being fought for most bitteriy, 
Gregory Perkins, Jr., as assignee in 
the Kolm Bros., insolvency, has had to 
pay over $819.80 that he received from 
a foreclosed mortgage. Judge Van 
Dyke held that Herman Kolm, to whom 
the mortgage belonged, or as it later 
appeared to his sister, did not belong 
to the partnership. The assignee still 
thought he did, had certain claims 
assigned to one of his own employés 
who brought suit and attached the 


‘mortgage money in the hands of. his 


principal. Meantime, a contempt pro- 
ceeding brought by Herman Kolm had 
been knocked out by Judge Shaw. Then 
the Dennis suit came to trial before 
Judge Allen, and the plaintiff was 
knocked out, the jury deciding that 
Herman Kolm was not a partner and, 
consequently; was entitled to that 
money. W eld from him. But an- 
other suit yet had to brought tefore 
it was handed over.

LICENSE JUGGLING. 


HORSE-SHOW PERMIT TO BE USED 
FOR A SALOON. 


Slot Machines Hard to Kill—Row 
Over the Oil Ordinances—Deep, 
Dark Mystery Made of Badge 
Bids—No Pass Books for Police- 
men. 


The Board of Police Commissioners 
finally ‘settled the question of whether 
or not the members of the police de- 
partment. shall be compelled to use 
pabs books on street cars instead of 
getting their transportation free by a 
display of their stars, at the regular 
session of the board yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The matter was first presented be- 
fore the commission by the Chief after 
the Los Angeles Pacific Railway had 
supplied pass books for each of the 
police officers, and announced that they 
must be used in future instead of the 
stars. Such a change did not meet 
with favor among the policemen, who 
argued that if all companies adopted 
this plan they would be compelled to 
carry so many pass books, that their 
pockets would be filled with them. The 


Chief did not approve of the change, 


and took the matter before the com- 
missioners, and a special committee of 
that body investigated the subject. 
Two weeks ago the committee reported 
recommending that the commission dis- 
approve of the pass book plan, and 


{neidentally it was recommended that 


all numbered stars in the hands of per- 
sons not regular policemen be recalled. 
The Chief was directed to furnish a 
list of the persons to whom numbered 
stars were issued, and for some reason 
he made his report on the matter in 
an executive session of the board. 
There the matter rested until the regu- 
lar session yesterday morning, when it 
was again brought up. A motion was 
made to adopt the entire report of the 


committee. This led to a general dis- 


cussion of the subject in which it was 
stated that the commissioners’  ad- 
mitted that the street railway compan- 
jes were being imposed upon, and 
that some remedy should be devised 
which would protect the companies. 
Commissioner Scarborough thought 


» there was much justice in the request 


of the oné company that had tried to 


‘pecure a change, but as the other mem- 


“hers did not take the same view of 


he matter he offered as an amendment 
the committee’s report a resolution 
viding for the free transportation 
policemen in uniform, and requir- 
img them to use pass’ books when not 
im ainiform., There was so much oppo- 
nm to this resolution that it jas 


‘eithdrawn. The report of the com- 


mittee was’ then adopted in full. 
carries with it not only a refusal of 
the commissioners to sanction the sub- 
stitution of pass books for badges as a 
means of securing free transportation, 
but also makes provision for equipping 
the entire police force with stars of a 
new design that are to be issued only to 
regular policemen. After the new 
stars are issued the street railway com- 
panies will recognize only those stars. 
Commissioner Parker’ stated that 
with former commissions if any citizen 
wanted a policeman’s star he had only 
to go quietly to three members of the 
commission and secure their signatures 
to an order on Chief Glass for the 
polticeman’'s tag and it was at once is- 
sued. Mr. Parker thought this sys- 
tem was not right and should not be 
countenanced or continued by the pres- 
ent board. He therefore moved that 
no stars be issued to any person except 
by a majority vote of the commission 
in a regular session. The motion was 
adopted unanimously. 
CAN’T REACH SLOT MACHINES. 


One paragraph of the Mayor's mes- 
sage to the Council, which had been 
referred to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, called attention to the large 
number of slot machines which pay 
money now in use in the city, and 
recommended that steps be taken to 
prohibit their use. At the last meet- 
ing of the board the matter had been 
referred to the City Attorney for an 
opinion as to how the police could act 
and what could be done to carry into 
effect the recommendations of — the 
Mayor. The City Attorney appeared 
before the hoard and stated that he 
had not had time, owing to the sessions 
of the Board of Arbitration, to prepare 
a written opinion on the subject. 

“A prosecution for owning or operat- 
ing such a slot machine as you men- 
tion would have to be under the State 
law,”’ said Mr. Haas. ‘The law is such 
that I will candidly say that I would 
not have much hope of a successful 
prosecution if one were attempted. The 
law provides that there must be a 
wager on both sides or that it must be 
a banking or percentage game in order 
to make it a violation of the law. In 
a banking game a fixed rate or per- 
centage of the stake is paid to the pro- 
prietor and under strict construction of 
the law I doubt if the use of slot ma- 
chines would come within this section. 
In their use a fixed sum is not paid to 
the owner of the place or of the ma- 
chine. A man plays, and while if he 
wins he gets a known amount, that 
amount is dependent upon the color 
which he plays, and it is therefore 
more a game of chance and a game of 
little chance perhaps, but I do not 
think it is a banking game such as is 
contemplated in the statute It is not 
a percentage game either, and there is 
not a given amount wagered against 


As the law stands I do not believe a 
successful prosecution could be made. 

“There is, however, almost certain to 
be a law enacted within a few days 
that is intended to reach just such 
cases. Senator Simpson has introduced 
a bill in the Legislature which not only 
prohibits the making of such machines 
in this State, but also forbids their use. 
One section of the law even makes it a 
misdemeanor to play the machines. I 
am informed that this law is certain of 
passage. It has gone to its third read- 
ing, and if adopted it will certainly be 
approved and will take effect imme- 
diately. I would therefore advise that 
the commission wait a few days until 
we see what the Legislature will do, 
and then we can act accordingly. If 
the bill fails to pass, we can adopt 
some measure of our own to stopthe 
use of such machines. 

Commissioner Goss asked how it was 
that San Francisco had found a way 
to prohibit the use of such machines. 
He said he had been there within the 
pest month and had been at a number 
of places where such machines were 
most likely to .be, and had seen none 
of them. The City Attorney said he 
did not know under what law the au- 
thorities there were acting, but sug- 
gested that in event of the Simpson bill 
failing to pass, it would be possible to 
secure information from San Francisco 
as to their manner of procedure. The 
board decided to defer action in the 
matter until the fate of the proposed 
law shall be known. It was stated that 
if the bill is adopted it will be vigor- 
ously enforced here. 

JUGGLING WITH LICENSES. 

The recent controversy over the 
granting of a transfer of the saloon 
license held by J. Sresovich to William 
Frimmersdortf, in which there was a 
decided clash between competin 
breweries, appears to have been settle 
by the prospective adoption of a plan 
which will give both beer-making firms 
an opportunity to sell their product 
in the neighborhood of Eighth anl San 
Pedro streets. The application of 
Frimmersdorf, about which Special 
Officer Moffatt made an interesting re- 
port to the commission about two 
weeks ago, was suddenly withdrawn 
and no reason was given for that ac- 
tion. It has been known for several 
days that the former applicant was 
making every effort to secure a new 
license, or at least a transfer of an old 
one, so that he could open a new sa- 
loon. Just the action that is contem- 
plated in the settlement of the mat- 
ter was disclosed yesterday by the 
filing of two applications for trans- 
fers of licenses. John H. Janson ap- 
plied for a transfer of the license held 
by Sresovich for the saloon at No. 628 
East Eighth street, and Sresovich sig- 
nified his willingness to have the li- 
cense transferred. The other appli- 
cation Was a more unusual one. It was 
that of William Frimmersdorf for a 
transfer of the license granted the 
Los Angeles Horse Show Association 
last month and the additional request 
for permission to open a saloon on this 
license at No. 790 San Pedro street. 
The license to the Horse Show Asso- 
ciation was granted simply as a tem- 
porary accommodation to the manag- 
ers of that show on the representa- 
tion that it was to be used only dur- 
ing the time that the show was in 
progress. It had to be granted under 
the rules for at least one month, but 
it was not intended at the time it was 
granted that it should be transferred. 
Both the applications were referred 
to the Chief for investigation and re- 
port. Commissioner Scarborough 
called attention to the fact that the 
place at which Frimmersdorf desired 
to open his saloon was near the Lark 
Ellen Newsboys’ Home, and that the 
ladies interested in that home would 
protest against the granting of the 
license, He suggested that the investi- 
gation into the matter be a thorough 
one, and intimated that if any good 
reason were advanced for not grant- 
ing the license he would oppose it. 

More than one effort has been made 
heretofore to secure a license for a 
saloon in that vicinity, but without 
success. The last police commission 
had a public hearing of the matter 
more than a year ago, and after con- 
sidering it for some time declared that 
they would not grant a license for a 
saloon there. Since that declaration 
no efforts were made to secure a li- 
cense there until the present commis- 
sion took office. Since then, however, 
those interested in the proposed saloon 
have been quietly working to secure 
the consent of the necessary majority 
of property-owners. There is now one 
saloon on the block. 

MUST PAY OR QUIT. 

City Tax and License Collector White 
reported to the board that the licenses 
of H. Merlo for a saloon at No. 700 
Upper Main street and Frank Clevere 
at No. 226 Aliso street, had not been 
paid. Under the rule of the old board 
the filing of such a report would have 
been followed by a revocation of the 
license, the board considering that it 
could take no other action. The re- 
port was referred «to the Chief for 
tnvestigation, he being instructed to 
notify the saloon men in question that

meeting of the board they may expect 
a revocation .of the licenses. 

Health Officer Powers appeared be- 
fore the board and requested that the 
sanitary inspectors connected with the 
health department be elected special 
policemen, to serve without pay from 
the city on account of such appoint- 
ment, He explained that it was neces- 
sary that these inspectors be given 
police powers in order that the san- 
itary laws of the city might be en- 
forced. On his recommendation, R. 
A. Brown, W. H. Laws, Harry Bar- 
raclough and F. J. Williams were 
elected special policemen. They will 
be sworn in at once. 

Chief Glass recommended that the 
captajn of the chain gang and his two 
assistants be elected special police- 
men, in order that they would have 
authority over the prisoners, 
i. B. Felts and S. J. McKenzie were 
elected, but as the application of F. 
P. Cochran was found to be irregular, 
it was returned to the Chief fer cor- 
rection. 

Thomas E. Boyle, a grocer at Third 
street and Central avenue, presented a 
bill against Joseph Shanahan for $21, 
alleged to be due on account. Shana- 
han had been acting as a special police- 
man, but did not have regular work. 
Some of the commissioners were op- 
posed to taking any action on the bill, 
but Commissioner Goss insisted that it 
be referred to the Chief. He declared 
that although the man was not a mem- 
ber of the regular force, if he owed 
the money and refused to pay it a 
record should be made of the fact, so 
as to prevent his securing any more 
police work. The matter was so re- 
ferred. 

Bresee Bros. filed a bill ‘charged to 
the Police Commission for $3 for the 
use of their ambulance in hauling 
Patrolman Fowler from his room to the 
hospital. The commissioners did not 
consider this a proper bill, and. or- 
dered its return to the firm, as they had 
nothing to do with the service alleged 
to have been performed. 

C. Mugnemi was elected a special po- 
liceman to serve at the Burbank Thea- 
ter, without pay from the city. 

Applications for appointment as regu- 
lar policemen were received from E. 
G. Comport, J. M. Harrison, H. L. Ed- 
wards, E. C. Thompson and W. I. 
Snider. They were placed on file. 

The Chief requesed and was granted 
one week more in which to report as ¢o 
the protest against the range on West 
Ninth street. 

On recommendation of the Chief, the 
following applications for transfers of 
saloon licenses were granted: Joseph 
Barth from Sanders & Conrey, No. 
110 North Alameda street: H. S. Staf- 
ford, from A. W. Taylor, No. 406 North 


Main street; Harry Pfirmann, from Au- 


guste Marquis, 
street, 


TO INVESTIGATE PENSIONS. 

The Chief presented, with his ap- 
proval, a number of demanés on the 
police pension fund in favor of officers 
who had been off duty on account of ill- 
ness. He explained briefly that unless 
the commission adopted some rule for 
the distribution of this fund, abuses 
of it were likely to follow, which would 
create great dissatisfaction among the 
members of the force. The demands 
he presented aggregated $254, which is 
$70 more than is ever paid into the 
fund for any one month. He said the 
city allowed the members of the de- 
partment twenty days’ pay during the 
year on account of illness, and a num- 
ber of the members of the department 
had already taken up all of that time. 
They now demanded that they receive 
the balance of their pay out of the 
pension fund. The Chief did not be- 
lieve that that fund was intended to 
make good the entire salaries of the 
men who were unfortunate enough to 
be off on account of illness, and if the 
fund were depleted at the rate of the 
demands he presented there would 
soon be no such fund. He had no rem- 
edy to suggest, except that the com- 
missione®&®’ appoint a committee to 
make an investigation and devise some 
plan for the equitable distribution of 
the fund to those who were éntitled to 
a portion of it. On motion of Commis- 
sioner Goss, a committee consisting of 
Messrs. Goss, Pascoe and Parker was 


appointed for the purpose suggested 
by the Chief. 


CHIEF’S MONTHLY REPORT. 

Chief Glass submitted his report for 
January. It shows that during that 
month the police made 333 arrests as 
follows: Assault to kill, 2; begging, 15; 
battery, 9; drunk, 126; disturbing the 
peace, 40; escapes, 3; embezzlement 
(felony,) 1: embezzlement (misde- 
meanor,) 1; fast driving, 6; forgery, 1; 
violating fire ordinance, 1; gambling, 
17; violating health ordinance, 7: vio- 
lating hitching ordinance, 5; soliciting, 
4; grand larceny, 5; petty larceny, 22; 
libel, 1; keeping lottery joints, 3; sell- 
ing lottery tickets, 2; misdemeanor, 6; 
malicious mischief, 3; violating side- 
walk ordinance, 1 ; vagrancy, 53. Of 
the 333 prisoners, 58 were dismissed in 
court; 242 convicted; 8 held to answer, 
and the cases of 25 are pending. The 
detectives recovered $1920 worth of 
stolen property during the month. The 
patrol wagons responded to 248 calls, 
traveling 294 miles, and conveying 272 
prisoners to the Police Station. 


WHISTLES FOR LOST BABIES. 


The suggestion of Commissioner Goss 
made at the last session of the board 
that arrangements be made for the 
blowing of a steam whistle as a signal 
that lost children had been found, in 
order that their parents could come to 
the Police Station, and recover their 
offspring, was again brought up. Some 
of the members doubted the practica- 
bility of such a plan, and suggested 
that it would be difficult to secure 
such service, as few steam plants in 
the city had steam up at all times, 
His objection was met by Mr. Goss with 
the statement that he had been in- 
formed by Mr. Warren of the Los An- 
geles Lighting Company that the whis- 
tle of that company could be used, and 
if necessary a brewery whistle could 
also be used. After some discussion 
the matter was referred to the Chief 
to ascertain what could be done. 


SPECIAL POLICE HOLD OVER. 


Some time ago the question was pre- 
sented by one of the commissioners 
as to whether special policemen ap- 
pointed by any Board of Police Com- 
missioners did not cease to be such 
when the commission appointing them 
went out of office. None of the mem- 
bers were able to answer the question, 
and there was a difference of opinion 
as to it. Chief Glass expressed the 
belief that all specials ceased to be 
officers when the new commission came 
into office. He said that when a Sher- 
iff’s term expired all of his deputies 
ceased to be officers, and he thought 
the same rule applied with reference to 
policemen elected only as_ specials. 
City Attorney Haas was asked yester- 
day for his opinion on the question, 
and he unhesitatingly said the special 
policemen held over from commissoin 
to commission, and only ceased to be 
officers when their police authority was 
revoked by action of the commission. 
He declared that their positions were 
not the same as those of: deputy sher- 
iffs, because no policeman was con- 
sidered a deputy of the Chief. It is 
upon that point that the defense in the 
suit for damages of Skinner against 
the Chief is depending for a dismissal 
of the case. The terms of special offi- 
cers, according to Mr. Haas’s opinion, 
are indeterminate in that they were 
not appointed for any particular pe- 
riod. 
OIL ORDINANCE ENFORCEMENT. 

The consideration of that portion of 
the message of the Mayor ¢o the Coun- 
cil with reference to the enforcement 
of ordinances generally and particularly 
of the oil ordinances, had been post- 
poned from the last meeting. When 
it was taken up it created a spirited de- 
bate as to what the duties of the com- 
mission were 
missioner Parker, who is an old oil 
producer, demanded to know in what

particular the ordinances were being 
violated, so much as to justify par-

in the premises. Com-. 


ticular mention in the message of the 
Mayor. Mayor Baton replied that there 
were a number of violations. He de- 
clared that one in particular was the 
disregard of the alleged law requiring 
that all_storage tanks be buried. 

“Well, gentlemen,” said Commis- 
sioner Parker, “this is a matter in 
which you are going to fight the South- 
ern Pacific, the Standard Oil Company 
and other corporations, and if you go 
up against them you'll have a happy 
time of it.’”’ 

“Ye@s,"" answered the Mayor, “it is 
the law and what are we going to do? 
If we do not enforce it, and do not in- 
tend to enforce it, we had better rec- 
ommend its appeal. Here we_ are 
showing favoritism by endeavoring to 
enforce saloon regulations when we 
know that not a member of this com- 
mission really cares personally whether 
the saloons keep open all the time or 
not. The saloon men pay nearly one- 
fifth of the revenue of the city, yet we 
try to make them obey the law, while 
we let another class disobey what is 
as much a law as that which requires 
midnight or Sunday closing. If a law is 
on the books, it should be enforced, 
and if it is not to be enforced it should 
be repealed ” 

Mr. Parker replied that he for one 
was willing to recommend the repeal 
of a number of ordinances with refer- 
ence to the oil industry, which, he said, 
had brought more money into the city 
and had resulted in keeping more here 
than any other industry. The oil in- 
spector came in for some critiefsm in 
the discussion which followed, the idea 
being that he alone should see that 
the oil ordinances were enforced, it 
never occurring to the commissioners 
that as the ordinances are penal laws, 
the entire police force is expected to 
enforce them. After the matter had 
been talked of for fifteen minutes or 
more, Mr. Parker challenged the as- 
sertion of the Mayor that there was 
such an ordinance as he had mentioned 
requiring ¢hat all oil tanks be buried, 
It was then discovered that the mem- 
bers themselves did not know what 
ihe law was, and action on the matter 
was deferred until the next meeting, 
the secretary being instructed to se- 
cure a copy of the oil ordinance in the 
mean time. 

Before the board took up another 
subject, Commissioner Scarborough 
asked the Chief what he was doing with 
reference to the order given him to en- 
force the saloon ordinances. 

“We are doing the best we can under 
the circumstances,” answered. the 
Chief, but the circumstances were not 
stated in detail. Mr. Parker said the 
enforcement of the ordinances was 
causing more drunkenness than before 
it was attempted. He said he knew of 
an instance where three men had gone 
to lunch, and, desiring a drink, were 
able to get only a pint each; they did 
not want to carry the bottle around 
with them, we ep they left the 
place they ha rallowed all of the 
three pints of whisky and all were 
drunk. Other members of the commis- 
sion said their attention had been called 


friend of his had gone to Pasadena to 
get a drink because he knew “the 
ropes” there. 


OPPOSED A SECRET SESSION. 


Early in the meeting, the Chief 
stated that he had something of im- 
portace to communicate to the com- 
missioners, and suggested that when 
they adjourned they go into the Mayor's 
private office for an executive session. 
or at least a session to which the pub- 
lic would not be admitted. He did not 
state what it was, so that those in the 
outer room would know what was to be 
discussed, and after the adjournment 
of the regular meeting, the members 
went into the private office. There the 
Chief announced that, as instructed by 
the members, he had secured bids from 
2a number of firms for supplyig the 
police department with new badges. 
Mayor Eaton could not see the necessity 
of considering this matter behind 
closed doors, especially as it was a 
proposition which involved the expen- 
diture of public money, and he said so 
in a manner that left no doubt as to 
his opinion of secret segsions on public 
subjects. The members at once re- 
turned to the outer room, and the mat- 
ter was taken up. The Chief submitted 
the following bids, the prices stated 
being for badges with the understand- 
ing that 100 would be ordered: W Ger- 
son, $3.25; Noble & Chipr@, $2.75; 
Thomas C, Dougherty, $2.50; Los Ange- 
les Rubber Stamp Company, $3.75: An- 
ker & Carson, $1.90. It was stated 
that the lowest bidder was willing to 
accept the old badges of the patrolmen 
at the rate of 40 cents per ounce for 
the silver they contained. It was rec- 
ommended to the Council that the bid 
of Anker & Carson be accepted, and 
that the new badges be ordered, the 
design for them to be furnished by the 
Chief. 

M. M. Potter appeared before the 
board and complained of the presence 
of certain stables in the alley between 
Fourth and Fifth streets east of Broad- 
way. He declared that the. stench that 
arose from these places was wunbear- 
able, and that they were a nuisance 
and a menace to health in their present 
state. He was informed that the mat- 
ter would be attended to by the Health 
Officer. 

On motion of Mr. Scarborough, the 
Chief was directed to use his entire 
force as sanitary inspectors, and to 
direct them to enforce all the sanitary 
laws and to abate such public nuisance 
as came under their notice. . 


MORE SMALLPOX CASBS. 


Disease Developed in Two Quaran- 
tined Houses—One Death. 


The first two cases of smallpox which 
are the direct result of exposure to 
other cases which have been in the 
hands of the health authorities for 
nearly two weeks, developed yesterday.

TO CHANGE THE LAW. 


Proposed Amendment to the Statute 
for Annexation. 

Under the present law which regu- 
lates the manner in which suburban 
districts may be annexed to munici- 
palities, such annexation is made a 
matter of great expense, and sometimes 
unnecessary trouble to the city attempt- 
ing it. The law makes it obligatory 
upon the legislative power of any mu- 
nicipality to call a special election to 
determine whether a district shall be 
annexed, whenever a petition bearing 
the signatures of a number of electors 
equal to one-fifth of the total vote at 
the last preceding general municipal 
election. The election must be called 
for the annexation of any district, re- 
gardless of the character, topographical 
and otherwise, of the district. It is 
further provided that no two annexa- 
tion propostions shall be voted upon at 
the same snecial election. In the case 
of the present propostions for the an- 
nextion to this city of the University 
Precinct and of Garvanza, the law, as 
it stands, necessitates two elections, al- 
though both propostions could as well 
be settled at one election, the difference 
being an expense of not less than $700 
to the city. 

In order to remedy the parts of the 
law which make this unnecessary ad- 
ditional expense possible, Assemblyman 
Mead of this city has introduced in the 
Legislature a bill intended to amend 
the existing law. His amendment 
changes section 7 of the present law. 
The portion of it which will remove 
the undesirable features of that law as 
applied to this city follows: 

“The boundaries of any munictpal 
corporation may be altered, and new 
territory included therein, after pro- 
ceedings had as required in this sec- 
tion. The Council Bodrd of Supervisors, 
or other legislative body of such cor- 
poration, shall, in their discretion, upon 
receiving a petition therefor, signed by 
not less than one-fifth of the qualified 
electors thereof, as shown by the vote 
cast at the last municipal election, held 
therein, submit to the electors of such 
corporation, and to the electors resid- 
ing in the territory proposed by such 
petition to be annexed to such cor- 
poration, the question whether such 
territory shall be annexed to such cor- 
poration and become a part thereof; 
provided that such legislative body 
may. in their discretion, alter or amend 
the boundaries of the territory proposed 
to be annexed, and may provide for sub- 
mitting the question of annexing two 
or more separate districts of outside 
territory at the same election.” 


WILL HAVE TO READVERTISE. 


Call for Garbage Contract Bids Said 
to Have Been Irregular. 
Owing to the fact that a provision 
of one of the sections of the Political 
Code was violated in the recent adyer- 
tisements calling for bids for a new 
garbage contract, it is the opinion of 
the City Attorney that an error was 
made which will necessitate a read- 
vertisement for bids and that a con- 
tract under the bids received cannot 
be legally granted or enforced. The 
eall under which the bids were sub- 
mitted and the specifications adopted 
by the Council as a basis for those 
bids specified that bidders must use 
one of four styles of crematories, the 
names of the four styles being par- 
ticularly mentioned in the spécifica- 
tions. The bids were received, but 
as they were about to be opened the 
point was made in the Council that 
the advertisement had not been regu- 
lar. In spite of this the bids were 
opened and referred to the Board of 

Public Works. 

Yesterday it was found that section 
3247 of the Political Code, which pro- 
vides the manner’ in which bids for 
public supplies and for the letting of 
public contracts shall be done prohib- 
its the call for any patented appliance 
which will prevent a free competition 
for a contract. That portion of. the 
section that contains this provision fol- 
lows: 

‘“In any such advertisement no bid 
shall be asked for any article of a spe- 
cific brand or mark, nor any patent 
apparatus or appliances when such 
requirement would prevent proper 
competition on the part of dealers in 
other articles of equal value, utility 
or merit.’

Bank Teller Dies Saddenly 
in This City. 

Charles William Dearborn, teller of 
the Oakland Bank of Savings, died at 
the residence of his brother-in-law, S. 
I. Merrill, No. 609 East Ninth street, 
Monday night. Death was due to heart 
disease with which Mr. Dearborn had 
been afflicted for some months. 

Last December Dearborn was com- 
pelled to give up his work in the bank, 
owing to his increasing infirmity, and 
on advice of his physician, he came to 
Los Angeles a few days after Christ- 
mas, for rest and recuperation. He 
spent his time alternately with his s's- 
ters, Mrs. Joseph Wallace, in Pasa- 
dena, and Mrs. Merrill, in this city, and 
seemed to be improving. Monday eaft- 
ernoon he walked up town to see his 
doctor, returning to the Merrill resi- 
dence about 6 o’clock,. feeling better 
than usual. He retired about 10 o’clo-k 
and passed away during the night. His 
death was not found out until late yes- 
terday morning, when Mr. Merrill went 
to his room to see why he did not arise 
for breakfast. 

Mr. Dearborn was a native of Me- 
chanicsburg. Pa. He was 47 years of 
age, and had spent the best part of his 
life on the Pacific Coast, having been 
connected with the Oakland Bank of 
Savings for twenty-one years.

JURY COMPLETE. 


THE TESTIMONY BEGINS IN THE 
TERESA KERR CASE. 
4 


Witnesses Who Reached George B. 
King’s Side First, After the Shot 
Was Fired, are Now Testifying. 
The Medical Evidence. 


More than half of yesterday was conr 
sumed in completing the panel of 
jurors in Department One, and if the 
jury does not bring a thoughtful and 
intelligent consideration to bear upon 
the various facts and circumstances 
upon which is based the charge of mur- 
der, for which Teresa Kerr is now be- 
ing ¢ried, it will not be the fault of 
counsel on either side, The prosecu- 
tion exhausted nine out of their ten 
challenges, and the defense eighteen 
out of their twenty challenges. When 
that point was reached, the following 
jury had been selected to try the cause: 
John W. Bartells, John Cleland, John 
Fowler, W. J. Hess, John Mcllmoil, 
James M. Spencer, Elba Van Dyke, J. 
A. Craig, G. W. Van Alstine, J. H. 
Baker, D. C. Wilson and A. Thorns. 

The crowd filling the courtroom dur- 
ing this trial is of a very mingled char- 
acter. There is a group of ladies of 
the W.C.T.U. regularly in place each 
day, and they remain in place through 
the entire session of the court merely 
for the purpose of giving comfort to 
the defendant, and letting her know 
that she is not utterly friendless and 
alone while being weighéd in the bal- 
ance of justice and legal procedure. 
Then, too,.a number of people have 
been present so far who usually have 
business of greater or lesser importance 
about the City Hall, and who, at: least, 
knew the deceased, George B. King, as 
one of the City Engineer’s deputies. A 
very small sprinkling of the represen- 
tatives of the shadier side of life crept 
into place yesterday afternooh, and 
the curiosity-seekers who are always 
on hand made up the balance of the 
crowd that blocked the courtroom, 

At the noon hour, and also at the 
time of adjournment in the afternoon, 
the W.C.T.U. ladies never miss the op- 
portunity to speak a word or two to 
the defendant to cheer her up, and then 
they kiss her adieu before the deputy 
sheriff takes her back to jail. As for 
Teresa Kerr herself, she sits by her 
counsel throughout the day almost mo- 
tionless. She is an undersized woman, 
and her slight form, wan face and gen- 
eral air of lisilessness make it appear 
odd that she should be on trial on such 
a charge as murder. 

So far, there has been a total absence 
of striking incident, and the progress 
made by the prosecution yesterday 
afternoon indicates that it will not be 
long-drawn-out. The medical testi- 
mony proved the cause of death, and 
three Of the witnesses who reached the 
side of the defendant a moment or two 
after the shot was fired told what they 
knew about the facts in the case. 
Only one more witness of that kind re- 
mains to be examined, and then the 
major part of the case for the prosecu- 
toin will be in. 


GROUND WORK BEING LAID. 


Dr. George W. Campbell, ex-Coroner, 
was the first witness summoned. He 
testified to having held an inquest 
upon the body of George B. King. Upon 
examination he found one gunshot 
wound in the abdomen. Dr. C. Mur- 
phy made thé autopsy, but the witness 
was present, and he testified that the 
bullet entered below the naval and 
penetrated downward to the right and 
lodged in the rigtht hip bone. The im- 
mediate ‘cause of death was internal 
hemorrhage resulting from the gun- 
shot avound described. 

H. B. Lewis, a draughtsman in the 


‘testified to treating the deceased when 


City Engineer’s office. described the 
plan fastened upon the wall of the 
courtroom, and which purported to rep- 
resent the stairway and corridors on 
the second floor of the City Hall, show- 
ing the doorway entrances to the dif- 
ferent offices and the location of the 
public elevator. The witness stated 
that there are nine steps ascending 
from the landing, to the right and left, 
to the second floor. ; 

Dr. Clair W. Murphy was called and 
testified to what he discovered at the 
time of making an autopsy upon the 
body of George B. Kng, at the rooms 
of Itresee Bros. He corroborated the 
statement of Dr. Campbell. 

Dr. Ralph Hagan, police surgeon, 


he was brought to the Receiving Hos- 
pital. He descrbed the temporary 
dressng of the wound to permit of the 
patient’s removal to the California 
Hospital, where an operation Was per- 
formed. ; @ 

The witness stated that King was in 
great distress, but was perfectly con- 
scious and sensible until about twelve 
hours before his death. He was a tall 
man and weighed, witness thought, 
about 165 to 170 pounds. 


SCENE OF THE KILLING. 


P. M. Hickman, a coored janitor and 
night watchman at the City Hall in»: 
December last, testified to pln seen 
the defendant in the City Hall in the 
evening of December 30. 

The witness described a portion of . 
the clothing worn by Teresa Kerr at 
the time as consisting of a large black 
hat and a cape that reached almost to 
her waist. Resuming the thread of 
his narrative he said: 

“While I was sweeping out in 
the Health office a friend of mine had 
come in, and we were talking when 
we heard a pistol shot. We both 
rushed out and saw the defendant and 
Mr. King on the stairway. He was 
gradually falling down on the second 
step, and she was standing midway on 
the landing, and was advancing toward 
him, while exclaiming: ‘Oh, 
don't die; dear George, don’t 
Bending over him she lifted his head 
and repeated the avords: ‘Don’t die; 
don’t die.’ She had a pistol in her 
hand, and then Mr. Kng said to us: 
‘Take her away.’ ”’, 

“Did she try to’put the pistol under 
her cape?’ inquired Mr. McComas. 

“Well, she drew her hand back and 
forth like this (illustrating,) and her 
hand did go underneath her cape, but 
each time it came out again.” 

“In takng the pistol from her how 
did you do it?” ‘ 

“I kind of twisted it out of 
hand.” 7 

“What did she say?” 

“She said: ‘Oh, don’t take it; let 
me keep it;’ and she kept on repeating: 
‘He won't die; I hope he won't die.’ ”’ 

“I took her up to the Street Super- 
intendent’s office,”” continued the wit- 
ness, “and kept her locked up there 
until the officers arrived. I remained 
in the room with her, and she kept 
crying: ‘I hope he won't die; I hope he 
won't die,” and added too, that if he 
hadn’t grabbed her ‘hand it wouldn't 
have happened. I don’t know why 
she said it, but she was just walking 
the floor and sighing and talking to no 
one. I didn’t say anything at all. I 
was there about ten or fifteen minutes 
until Officers Bradish and Steele ar- 
rived and took charge of the defend- 
ant.”’

Where on earth when neécessity re- 
quires, to the Queen’s taste, but we 
are not a nation of warriors, neither do 
we subsist by waging war upon our 
neighbors. Get all the terrtiory we 
possibly can, that adjoins us here on 
American soil, either by purchase or 
barter, but we have no need for this 
job lot of .Malay-Folynesian islands, 
with their twelve to fifteen millions of 
people. of whom we could not, in a 

usand years make American citizens, 
spend ever 80 much blood and treas- 
ure. We would be compelled to recog- 
nize thelr rights as citizens among 
us. That recognition they would have 
a right to demand. Refuse it—then 
we would be forced to keep them in 
that case 
the war of the rebellion and all the 
good resulting therefrom will have 
been a failure.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 
TAXING MERCHANTS. The legis- 
lature of Pennsylvania has two tax 
bills before it- which are worrying the 
small storekeepers. By.the first bill 
each retailer pays a tax of 1 mill on the 
dollar of the previous year's sales, and 
a wholesaler pays % mill. The small 
dealer will pay 25 per cent. more tax 
than now if this bill becomes a law, 
which the large dealers and department 
stores will pay less. A merchant do- 
ing a business of $1,250,000, now pays 
$2250, but under the new law would pay 
only $1250. A department store doing 
a business of $10,000,000 a year would 
pay $10,000. He now pays nearly double.

SANTA ANA, Feb. 14. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Beating a poor old cow to death 
with a board because she would not ‘let her 
milk down was the charge made again Billy 
Keith, a member of the local branch of the 
Salvation Army, but better known as ‘‘Po- 
tato Willie.”’ Keith has marched in a suit of 
blue upon the streets of this city and shouted 
“Praise the Lord” and “Glory to God’ a 
little louder than any of the other members 
of the army.

Bates, about a mile north of Santa Ana, near 
the Santiago Creek. Saturday morning he 
was sent out as usual to do the milking. A 
few moments later Mrs. Bates heard quite a 
commotion in the barnyard.’ Upon going out 
to see what was the matter, Keith admitted 
after being closely questioned, that he ha 
been lambasting that old cow because she 
would not let her milk down. The cow: died, 
and complaint was made to the Society for 
the Prevention of Crueliy to Animals. Keith 
admitted that he had jost his temper and 
beaten the cow, and he paid a fine of $10. 


“WIPE-JOINT”’ GETS A BLACK EYE. 


- The ‘‘wipe-joint’’ was slightly disfigured in 
the contest at the meeting of the City Trus- 
tees Monday evening, but it managed to stay 
Inside the ropes until time was called.

Others are said to 
be implicated in the assault, and warrants 
are out for their arrest. They will probably 
be brought over to the County Jail tomorrow.

APPROPRIATION. FOR NORMAL 
SCHOOL WILL BE CUT, 


Only #45,000 Will Be Allowed This 
Session—Progress of the Work. 
Cedros Island Mines May He Sold, 


Social Events at Hotel del Cor- 
onndo, 


SAN DIEGO, Feb. 14.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The sub-Committee on Ways and 
Means of the Assembly, consisting of Assem- 
blymen Wardell, Griffin and Mack, visited tne 
State Normal School and. the new building 
yesterday, and thoroughly Giscussed with 
President Black the status of the State insti- 
tution. The school requires $80,000 to com- 
plete the building and eqgip it. The Assem- 
blymen said they did not think this amount 
would all be appropriated at this session, 
though they expected that $45,000. would be 
devoted to partly completing thé building. 
With this sum the east wing of the school 
can be finished, thus completing two-thirds 
of the building. The-central portion.-of the 
building was erected for $30,000, though the es- 
timate was $35,000. This rare case of ‘bring- 
ing the cost of a building-under the estimate 
astonished the legislators. After examining 
the structure carefully, they. declared it the 
cheapest and building it been 
their fortunte to see im the State. 

CITY COUNCIL. 

The Council meeting last night was devoid 
of any special importance. The Joint Water 
Committee begins its session tomorrow, to 
establish rates for the year beginning July 1. 
The vexed question of building water tanks 
in certain portions of the city, which is ob- 
jected to by residents in the vicinity, was re- 
ferred to the Water Committee.

SAN PEDRO. 


Lumber for Barges — An Overdue 
Fchooner—Waier Statements. 
SAN PEDRO,. Feb. 14. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] It was announced at the office 
of the Southern California Lumber Company 
today that positive information had becn re- 
ceived to the effect that from 280,000 to £0),C00 
feet cf lumber on the echooncr F. 8S. Redfield 
is for the harbor contractors. The Redfie'd 
sailed from Port Gamble on February 2, and 
would carry a cargo of about 500,000 feet of 
lumber, so that the pertion which is for the 
breakwater contractors would be half or more 
oft her whole cargo. The Reéfield arrived in 
port today. 
The lumber for the contractors is said to 
be of various kinds, such as wil’, go into 
the constiuction of the rock-carryiug barges. 
Thirteen men are at work today on Terminal 
Island on the site chosen for the barge con- 
struction, which is near the contractors’ 
blacksmith shop. Heavy blocking on which 
the work is to rest is being put in position, 
and the big timbers which are to be parts of 
the keels cf two cf the barges are being la d. 
The two keels are to lie parallel with the 
line of the shore, ncar which they have be.n 
ocated, and about 100 feet apart. 

THE OVERDUE PHELPS. 

The, fact that the schooner W. 8S. Phelps is 
now thirty-three days out from this port on 
her way to Bureka is looked on with ap- 
prehension by searfaring men, but the opinion 
prevails here that there is still a reasonable 
chance for her safety. The Phelps, which 
Was a two-masted vessel, arrived at this 
port last summer, having made the voyag: 
from Puget Sound with the schooner Mary 
Gilbert. Both vessels were placed in the’ 
custody of the United States Marshal soon 
after they arrived, and were sold, after hav- 
ing been retained several months in his 
custody. They were purchased ,by W. ; 
Kerckhoff, and he afterward sold the Phelps 
to C. Ds Bunker-@ Co., of San Francisco. 

The Phelps, which drew little water, sailed 
from this port and went out over the bar 
without a tow. It was the day following the 
severe storm, in. which two tishermen were 
drowned and there was then quite a heavy 


rolling.. 


The customary sailing course from this port 
to Eureka is much the same as from here to 
the Puget Sound ports. Formerly vessels 
would hug the coast in making the northwest 
passage, and would wear themselves out 
more or less in beating against the north- 
wert wind encountered along the shore. Now 
When a sailnig 
vessel leaves this port she stands out to the 
westward about 700 miles, till her position is 
132 or 143 deg. west longitude. That carries 
her beyond’ the northwest winds into a 
stretch of comparative caims, with occa- 
sional southwest breezes. She may be de- 
layed considerably by the calms, and may 
have been blown a little southward in stand- 
‘ng out, but she can usually make fair 
headway on a. nearly northerly course of 
about 600 miles, which brings her to a posi- 
tion about 30 deg. north latitude. From that 
position she takes a sharp tack on a course 
shaped to’carry her to the port of dest na- 
tion. In approaching shore she reénters the 
area of the northwest winds, but her course 
then lies.so that the wind will be fair. Or- 
dinarily it may be estimated that a trip to 
Eureka will consume two or three days’ less 
time than one to the ports further northward. 
Then again it may be that a vessel will be 
delayed an unusually long time in the dol- 
drums. 

The. average sailing time from here to 
Eureka is about fifteen days, but in the ease 
of the Phelps a much longer time should be 
allowed, because of her condition. She had 
lain for a long time in the inner harbor, and 
her bottom is said to have been very foul. In 
that condition her progress would have been 
much ‘delayed. The vessel cairied a gocd 
lifeboat, which she had had when ongaged 
in the passenger trade during the late 
Alaskan boom. 

Efforts made here today to learn all the 
names of the crew were unavailing. The 
captain's name was Peterson. He was not 
well known here. but had been sailing along. 
the coast on smal! vessels like the Phelrs for 
nearly thirty years, and during six years of 
that time trad been the skipper of the Phe ps. 

he cook was Ole Qison, well known here. 
Agent Harry Ohlson of the Sailors’ Union 
says that he shipned the crew, and that the 
mate was Stephen Thompson, who had 
numerous “acquaintances here. Besides the 
Captain, mate and cook, Ohlson says there 
were three sailors whose names he is now 
unable to’give, they not having been on his 
regular’ list of seamen. wanting work, but 
instead, being former lake seamen. 

WATER COMPANIES’ REPORTS. 

The annual statement of expenses cf the 
Wilmington and San Pedro Waterworks, as 
filed with the City Clerk, shows that the cest 
ot the plant, according to a statement mede 
in January, 1898, was $34,243.58. The exten- 
sions of water mains during 1898 amounted 
to $130. The expenses during that year 
amounted to ‘71, and the receipts 
amounted to $7719:64, making a gain of 
$331.93, without allowing for depreciation in 
the value of the plant. Among the items 
charged as expenses are fuel oils, $1552.41; 
pay roll, $2721.30; interest on $34,213.58 at 6 
per cent., $2054.61. One of the items in the 
list of receipts from water users is ‘“‘shipping, 
etc.,”’ $493.20. During the month of January, 
1899, the company’s receipts for water serv- 
ices amounted to $614.62. :

ANAHEIM, Feb. 14.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.| During the past several weeks there 
have been quite a number of runaways from 
the Catholic Children’s Home. Yeeterday four 
boys, aged between 5 and 7 year's, escaped 
from the school and, though a thorough 
scarch was made in the surrounding country, 
they have not yet been found.

WATER DBVELOPMENT.

Several new 
pumping plants have also been put in re- 
cently, and the outlook for development 
along this line is even better than last year, 
when about twenty-five plants, ranging from 
five to twenty-five-horse power, were in- 
stalled.
